J am Now to consider the question, How are we | 
to account for the unwelcome and mortifving re- 
sults stated in my last communication? You, sir, 
suggested, in your notice of Dr. Codman’s speech, 
in the Courier of Feb, 10, “that the extravagant 
charges at Cambridge tor tuition, room-rent. spie- 
cial repairs, and a variety of other items, operate 
more than all other causes put together, to reduce 
the number of students.” And | agree with vou 
that the term bills at Cambridge are high; consi- 
dering the large amount of the junds of the College, 
very high. With such ample means from other 
sources lat Supporting her officers, Harvard ought 

sf an education cheaper than any @ther of 

> larger colleges in ourcountrv. And why she 
does not. | think with vou, ought to be * bolaly 
and fearlessly inquired into by the Board of Over- 
seers.”

These statements have never been shown to be 
false, and, Mr. Editor, | am extremely sorry to be 
compelled to add, I fear they cannot be. Is it any 
wonder, then, that the opinion is very prevalent 
through the country, that Harvard College is a 
sectarian institution. where young men will be most 
likely to be made Unitarians? And the effects have 
been, that this amply furnished institution has few- 
er students than other colleges With inferior advan- 
tages and no funds; that this University of the 
State educates but about a third of her sons who 
recetve a collegiate education; that it attracts few- 
er students from other States than even the small 
ce Mege at Williamstown; that (in the words of a 
defender of the University in the Courier of Feb. 5) 
:- nearly all the undergraduates are o} Unitarian 
families;*? that more than half its students from 


‘ Massachusetts are trom the three towns of Boston. 


Salem and Cambridge; that, ina word, the Uni- 
versity ol the State, 80 liberally endowed by the 
State, is the college of the smal! Unitarian devom- 
ination, and of a few towns in its immediate Vicin- 
ity. 

And this, it seems, is not enovgh to satisfy tie 
preseat guardians of the University. But they 
have proceeded to the complete organization of a 
Unitarian Theological School, and brought it into 
the closest connection with the College. On this 
subject I shall beg leave to make a few remarks in 
a subsequent communication.

institutions we have visited, Tie Village 1s sitt- 
ated in a st all walle v. at the bottom of which 
ruvs a small river; along us borders are 
gardens, which appeared to us very fertile. 
where the soil is very dry, and wants water. On 
the 14th, we visited this place with Dr. Philip, 
who traced the plan of a new village, marked the 
spot to burld a chureh, and indicated the means 
of waiering the earth, by turning the river from 
its usual course, and making it pass in front of the 
village. There can be no doubt but that, with 
the blessing of the Lord, with labour and perse- 
verance, this station, Which already promises so 
much, will in the end become very flourishing.— 
Asthe wagon of the Dr. was tou small to coa- 
tain provisions for four travellers, Mr. Heline lent 
us his, with the society oxen. 

On the lth, Mr. Lemue and I set off. two days 
before Dr. Philip. ‘This was the first time that 
we travelled alone in Africa. Towards evening, 
having found a littl plain, where there was plen- 
ty of water, and grass for our oxen, we sto, ped 
there for the night. Our Hottentots soon lighted 
a large fire, and, after having taken some re- 
freshment, they fell asleep, on mats, around it, 
avd we in our wagon. We raised our souls to 
God i prayer, and felt ourselves to be in as 
great safety asif we had still been in the midst of 
our friends, where we wanted nothing. We 
were sensibly affected by the thought that God 
was with us, and that we might repose in peace 
under his protection. Sunday. the 17th, we were 
lone with our Hottentots in the desert, and fer 
from all society, and worshipped God among our- 
selves; our hearts naturally turned to our breth- 
ren, Whe that day would be rnany times in the 
house of God, to offer him their prayers and prais- 
es. We rejoiced in the thought that we had some 
part in these prayers, and that our brethren at

glory! 

The sick girl, mentioned in my last letter, is 
still alive, and in a most pleasing state of mind; 
but, to all appearance her yiass js almost run out. 
There are very few evenings in which sbe is not 
visited by some of the praying natives. A few 
evenilgs ayo, a scene of a very gratifying nature 
took place. A lad who has lived with me from 
a child, and whom 1 redeemed about two years 
age, came into converse and pray with the sick 
girl, This was very gratifying, both to us end to 
her: as none of us knew that he was under a 
Divine impressions. It is but a few days since, 
that | heard of two other natives, who had also 
been bronght under Divine impressions: thus is 
the work of God making a slow and silent pro- 
gress here. Bie ssed be hhis holy name, that 
have lived to see these days, and to witness such 
triumphs of Divine Grace! 

The work, at present, seems restricted to those 
natives only whe ere living with us in the differ- 
ent settlements; as Ido not know an instance in 
which faith has shown itself, in a saving way, out 
of the settlement, except in the caseof Christian 
Rangi. This, evidently, points out the utility of 
tuking out the natives, in @ certain way, from 
among their countrymen, and bringing them un- 
der the rules and regulations of Christian Disei- 
pline. It no doubt appears very strange to ma- 
ny people in England, that upwards of 100 na- 
tives should be fed and clothed at the Sc ciety’s 
expense, in our settlement at Paihia: but, let it 
be remembered, that the present state of this 
country is a peculiar one; as those feuds and 
broils, to which the natives are so much exposed, 
and to which they are naturally so much addiet- 
ed, when living in their native places, have a di- 
rect tendency to distract their minds, and draw 
their attention from every other object This 
seems to be Satan's very strong hold, in this coun- 
trv. Let n be remembered, also, that these na- 
tives are our labourers, both men and women 
Some of the men are very useful as mechanics; 
some are Carpenters; some are Brickmakers ; 
some are Plasterers. &c. It is by these people 
we get our work done. Thope and trust that the 
day ix not far distant, when it will not be neces- 
sary thus to collect the natives together ; because

will be done, after bouses are built for the Mie- 
sionaries ; and, by that time, I trast many of our

Ilustrating the nature of faith he would observe 
that—we must take hold of Christ,asa man that 
is sinking in deep waters takes hold ofa bough, or 
cord or plank, Wemustsee him to be the onty 
way, and rest on him accordingly. We must see 
ourselves pursued by the justice of God and see 
him to be the only altar. As the guilty malefac- 
tor took hold of the city of refuge. As a besieged 
garrison takes hold of terms when oflered. As a 
man takes hold ofan arin that is going to strike 
him, 60 we must resort to and accept of Christ. 
Plainly thus; there are three things in believing,— 
the sight and sense of our sin and misery.—As- 
sent to the testimony given in the word concerning 
Christ, believing that thoughlama great sinner, 
yet he isa great Saviour.—Application of him to 
ourselves, consenting to take him tobe ours, and 
we to be his,—to be ruled and saved hy him. 

REPENTANCE, 

Coneerning this he hath sometimes sai, “If J 
were to die in the pulpit, | would desire to die 
yreaching repentance; as if [die out of the pulpit 

would desire to die practising repentance.” And 
he had often this saying, He that repents every 
day, for the sins of every day, when he comes to 
die, will have the sins of but one day to repent of. 
F.ven reckonings make long friends, Speaking of 
Luke xxii. 62, he would say, Peter’s sin is recorded 
for our admonition, his repentanv’e for our imita- 
tion.” 

The ingredients of true repentance are- hearty 
sorrow—particular eonfession—faith in Christ— 
and general amendment. 

Faith and Repeutance are inseparable compan- 
jons; where one is, there the other is also. He 
that says ‘I believe’ and repents not, pr suimes; 
he that says “‘ Trepent” aud believes not, despairs, 
Faith in Christ does not justify from sin, where 
there is not godly sorrow for sin; neither can sor- 
row for sin obtain pardon for it, where there is not 


faith in Christ because Ais blood, alone cleanseth | 


from all sin. 

The motives to Repentance are,—the shortness 
of life, and uncertainty of the space for repentance, 
Rev. ii. 21—the misery and danger of inpenitence, 
Luke xiii, 85—the commands of God, Acts xvii. $0, 
$1—the goodness of God, Rom. ii.
